Equipment at the Recreation con- 
sists of four 20th Century Brunswick 
alleys equipped with the latest pin 
setting machinery, modern balls of 
different weights, and lighted by a 
modern indirect light system. The al- 
‘leys are polished and waxed until they 

shine like mirrors and the remainder 


of the place is in keeping. Spectators 
seats are arranged to give visitors a 
splendid view of the alleys and each 
ball rolled. 
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
